For as there is a worke, 
ſo — is a wages thereof, and the wages of (inne is 
death, Rom. 5. ver. 23. whereby it is manifeſt, that in 
euery ſinne there is a ſnare, in reſpect whereof the 
diuel is called a hunter in the 91. Plal. verſ. 3. So that 
as there is an allurement in ſinne, ſo likewiſe is there 
a ſnare, Plal. 5g. ver. 22. and as there is a baite, ſo alſo 
is there a hooke: which Saamon moſt liuely expreſ-

(faith hee) drop as an hony combe, and ber month is 
more ſoft then oyle: but the end of her is as bitter as worme- 
woad, c ſharp as a two edged ſword.So likewiſe,Pro.20, 
ver.

to enquire. Sinne as the Apoſtle calleth it, 2. Tim. 4.3.

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fore as Theodoret that learned Father ſaith, While we 
are doing the deed, wee ſee not at all, but when wee 
haue done, then we ſee. And ancient writers giue a 
reaſon hereof in a ſimilitude, comparing the raging 
affections of ſinne vnto boyling water, wherein 10 
long as it is boyling, wee cannot ſee or behold our 
ſelues, but when it hath ceaſed from boyling, then 
may we behold our ſelues therein clearely. This 
opening therfore of the eyes, is the ſting and worme 
of conſcience,which cuery one liuing in this world, 
both Chriſtian & Pagan feele at one time or othet, 
as it is manifeſt for the Chriſtian, Rom. 7. 24. where 
S. Paul crieth out, O wretched man that I am, who 
deliner me from the body of thus death ? And for the Pa. 
an it is alſo plaine, Rom. 2. 15. where the Apoſtle 
33 the Gentiles, thus ſaith, Which ſhew the ef: 
fect of the Law written in their hearts, their conſcience al. 
ſo bearing witneſſe, and their thoughts accuſing one ano- 
ther, or excuſing. For as a moth groweth out of a gar- 
ment, and eateth and conſumeth it, ſo this worme of 
conſcience groweth out of ſinne; and vnleſſe we be 
hardened, and as it were made fat for the day of 
ſlaughter, it will ſtill gnaw and conſume vs, vntill we 
ſee our nakedneſſe and deſire to bee cloathed with 
Gods mercies. The ſecond point that we haue now 
to conſider, is from whence this opening of their 
eyes proceeded, not from themſelues, but from the

ling of that falſe Prophet Satan, who tould them 
their eyes ſhould bee opened, and ſo they were in- 
deed, but to theit vtter confuſion. A good caueat for 
all ſubrill dealers and Sophiſters, ro make them be- 
ware. leſt in their faire deluſions, and ſubtill actions, 
they ſnew themſelues right ſchollers of that ſubtill 
Serpent. But ho comes it heere to paſſe, that they 
are now aſhamed to ſee their nakednefle 2 For th 
ſaw themſelues naked before, & were not aſhame 
The Greeke Church thus reſolueth this doubt, that 
in their ſtate of innocency, they were ſo wrapt with 
ſpirituall contemplation, that they perceiued not 
their nakedneſſe: as in Luke 24.16. The eyes 
were holden that they could not know Chriſt. But I rather 
anſwere, that this nakednes was not the ſame, that it 
was before they ſinned, but thatit was now another 
manner of nakednes. Fortheirnakednes in their in- 
nocency would not be couered, becauſe it was per- 
fect and glotious, euen as the Sunne in his brightnes 
will not be couered with any cloud. But as ſoone as 
they ſinded, Cod gaue them, as it is in Rom. 1.26. vis 
vile affetFions: & the theit nakednes became a ſhame 
and a curſe. And in the Hebrew Text, wheras before

This ſhameand curſe reſteth now in vs all:ſot 
wee readethat the greateſt Pagans the moſt barba- 
rous Indians doe couer their priuities: and thoſe 
who for their nakednes were called Adamitescould 
not but couer theſe parts. And herein alſo wee may 
beholdthe exceeding mercie of God, that whereas 

this ſhame of nakednes ſhould haue been 

out our whole bodies, he is contented to diſpenſe 

with vs, ſo that it is but only in one little part, as 

appeare hy the word breeches here following, whic 

in the Hebrew tongue ſignifieth a thing to gird a- 

bout for hiding the priuities: and wee ate not aſna- 

med to ſee all the other parts of our bodie, wherein 

Iſay Gods mercie aboundeth. For as in ſinning we 

cauſed God and in him all his creatures to bee our 

enemies, ſo all the members of our bodie in juſtice 

ſhould haue taken vengeance on vs, and, as it is in 

Prou, 3. verſ. 22, we ſhould haue been holden with Prox.y 22. 
the cords of our owne ſinne. And now on the con- 

trarie ſide behold the extreame blindnes and foo- 

liſhnes of man, that they to couer this ſhame,and to 

redeeme themſelues as it were out of the hands of 

this Sergeant, runnelike babes to the fi —— 

and ſewing them together make themſelues bree · 

ches.

And in this voyce al- 
2 further of Gods mercie; he might haue come 
with a terrible thundring voyce, and a voyce that

The ſecond point heere to be obſerued, is the wile 8 
dome of God, that he commeth not when the 
ling affections of ſinne do ſtop the ſenſes, which is as 
it were the heate of the day; but in the coole of the 
day, when the heate of thoſe affections is allaid. So 
Abigail came to Nabal when the wine was gone out 
of him. 1. Sam. 25.37. For a ſinner is as Ierem. ſaith, 1. . 25.37. 
chap. 2. 24. Like a wild Aſſe vſed to the milder neſſe, that Nen. a ac. 
ſnuffeth vp the winde by occaſion at her pleaſure : who can 
tarne her backe ? all they that ſeek her will not weary thems- 
ſelues, but will find her in her moneth : that is, the time 
will come that ſhe will be great with foale, and en- 
forced to lye downe, and then ſhee will eaſily bee 
found. ; 
The third point is of Gods mercy,that he comes 
not to conſume them in their heate of ſinne, but in 
the coole of the day to refreſh them.

if you. once confeſſe, you know iudgement takes 


hold on you, and you ſee already how terrible he is. 
And therefore Adem heere inſteed of wwwye as the 
Grecians ſay, bringeth 2, in ſteed of confeſſion 
he bringeth an apologie, eaſily follow ing the diuels 
ſuggeſtions. And this now in Adam is ſo much the 
worſe, becauſe he ſaw twiſe already (firſt by his fig- 
leaues, and then by his hiding) that this courſe hath 
no good iſſue, and that no defence can ſerue the 
turne.

ſwere to the purpoſeʒ but as it were a long preamble, 
and ſo ſlides away from his anſwere. For this is 
no anſwere to the queſtion, where art ibu? to ſay, I 
w4s afraid, or, I was naked. But here hę excuſeth him- 
ſelfe, as if he ſhould ſay, being naked it were no ciui 
litie to appeare before God. His ſilence in that hee 
would not ſpeak and confeſle before, when his eyes 
were opened, when ſhame and feare arreſted him, 
when God himſelfe came; his ſilence I ſay was ill, 
but his ſpeech was ten times worſe. For his intent 
heerein, if it be well ſeandled, is plaine blaſphemie, 
whether you ſcandle it forward or back ward. If for- 
ward it is thus; your voice (ſaith he) was the cauſe 
of my flying, becauſe it was ſo terrible and ſo dread- 
full, and ſo my nakednes was the cauſe of my hiding, 
becauſe it was a ſhamefullthing : it backwatd, it is 
thus; it is ttue, ſaith he, l fled,butit was becauſe your 
voice was ſo terrible, and therefore, it you blame me 
for flying, you muſt blame your ſelfe for ſpeaking : 
and ſo I hid my ſelſe, but it was becauſe of my na- 
kednes,andtherfore it there be any fault, ie is in you, 
becauſe you created me naked.

here he alleageth nos cauſam pro —— for a cauſe 
which was not the cauſe. Wherefore we will now 
examine his reaſons: the firſt is the hearing of Gods 
voyce, and the ſecond his nakednes. For the firſt, 
that he heard the voyce of Godd it is true, and that he 
was afraide, it is true alſo : but neither of theſe doth 
God finde fault withall. For the Fathers ſay, that the 
firſt degree to repentance is to heare the voyce of 
God, and the ſecond is to heare the ſame with feare, 
And therefore it is ſaid in AR.22.7, that Paul in the 
beginning of his 3 heard the voyce of 
God, whereas the other that were with him {aw in- 
deede alight and were afraid,butthey heard notthe 
voyce; and thereſore, as the text there ſheweth,that 
they hearing not the voyce were farre from - 
tance : ſothey that care not to heare Gods aides 


farre from repentance, whatſoeuer they pretend. 
And as we ſee it good to heare Gods voice, ſo is it al- 
ſo to heare and feare: and therefore it is ſaid in E- 
ſay 66.5. Heare the word of the Lord all ye that ae”

hi: word. Wherefore we ſee that Adam feared not 

only becauſe he heard Gods voyce, for. God findes 

not fault with that; but there is another matter init. 

Here therefore is the queſtion, not whether hee fea.

how it commeth to paſſe that he now faith, Audini 

& timui, Theard and was afraide. Was the fault in 

Gods voyce,as he would haue it to be? Surely no: 

for he heard Gods voyce before at the bringing of 

the creatures before him, and at his mariage, and he 

was not afraid: wherefore we ſee plainly the cauſe 

not to be in Gods voyce, but in his owne ſinne, in 
tranſgreſſing the commandement,andin eating the 
forbidden fruite. a 

Now to his ſecond reaſon, which is his nakedn 

The ſame that wealleaged againſt the formet, ſtands 

alſo againſt this. For hee was naked before and was 

not aſhamed, Gen. 2. 25. But it wee grant this reaſon, Gae3.14. 
that hee feared Gods preſence becauſe of his naked - 

nes, then if he had had good apparell or armour, be- 

like hee had not feared: and ſo by this reaſon the 

Campe of the Syrians hauing armour ſhould not 

haue fled through feare of the noiſe which God ſent 
amongſt them: but wee ſee the contrarie in the ſe- 

cond of Kings, chapt7. verſ.6. Wherefore Adam . K 7.6. 
needed not to feare Gods preſence becauſe of his 
nakednes; for Cod ſeeth not as man ſeeth, as it is in the 
1.5am.16.7, and he accepted /#b more in his dung- i. 7. 
hill, than Herod in all his brauerie; and Zazaras in 

his beggerly rags did hee accept more than Diues in 

all his purple and fine linnen, Luk. 18.19. &c. Vea God l.. &6. 
created Adum naked, and therefore he liked a na- 

nen .

how the naturall man goes no further than to the 
outward ſight and outward ſenſe: cuen as Tamar 
in 2. Sam. 13. t, could goe no further than to the 
ſhame of the world in reſiſting her hro. 
thers wicked motion. And ſo Dauid in 2. Sam. 1 f. 6. 
&c. was afraide of Y7i«h, and of the ſhame of the 
world, but no frare of God could touch him to re- 
pent, before God ſent his Prophet Nathanto re- 
proue him. And therefore he crieth out in the bit- 
ternes of his heart vnto God in Pſal. 31. 4. Ag un 
thee, againſt thee alone have 1 offended. Repentance 
therefore muſt bee not in reſpeRt ofany loſe or tin 
drance by ſinne, for ſo the wicked gouemouts who 
impriſoned Paul, Act. 16.35, repented; and ſo do the 
wicked repent: but in reſpect of the finfull fact and 
Gods COR ſo you ſec Dauid repented,and 
ſo doe all the godly repent. Wherefore to conclude 
theſe ſophiſticall and falſe reaſons of Adam, wee ſee 
the true reaſon of his feare and hiding is becauſe he 
ſinned and tranſgreſſed Gods commandement. For 
feareis a ſparkle of ſinne, ſo is his hiding, and ſo is 
now his nakednes. And thus much for the reaſons. 
Now tohiserge and concluſion, which is, there- 


fore 1 hid my ſelſe; Ah wicked conſequence ! Hee
